Over one hundred cigar makers have

The company—Kisenlohr Brothers, 
makers of 
the “Cinco” Trigap— has 
signed uft jfpr the renting of the 
My­ 
ers corner on the 
Square, 
and 
that 
work wail be commenced at 
once to 
place the building iii shaix* fbr occu­ 
pancy by October 1st, when 
the com­ 
pany expects to commence work. 


The appropriation of

The Fifth Corps marker on 
Sedg­ 
wick avenue, a m altese cross with cap­ 
stone, was damaged by having the cor­ 
ners of the cross and the top of 
the 
cap knocked off. Original cost of mon­ 
ument $560. Estimated coat of repair 
$150. 
The 
granite

was damaged 
by the battering of one of the gun*, in 
relief at the side of the shaft. The or­ 
iginal cost was $1023 und the amount 
allowed for repair* $800.

and to apprehend the guilty person but

Engineer of Bar Harbor Train Tells 


of Risks Taken During Fogs— Col­ 


lision Narrow ly Averted H alf Hour 


Before W allingford Catastrophe. 


New Haven, Conn., Sept. ti.—That 
hero wore wholesale and disgraceful 
lobberies from dead bodies at the rail- 
load wreck at North Haven on Tues* 
lay morning is declared by d *toner 
Mix in a report to Chief of ♦ citee 
Smith, requesting him to apprehend 
the culprits. 
In the investigation before the in­ 
terstate commerce commission three 
witnesses testified that engineers of 
the New Haven railroad frequently 
pass danger signals of the “banjo” 
typo in loggy w eather without stop­ 
ping. 
It was 
further testified that the 
White 
Mountain express, the train 
which plunged into the Bar Harbor 
express, was barely saved from callid- 
ding with the Bar Harbor train an 
hour before the North Haven disaster. 
This was at a point between Spring­ 
field and Hartford, where, according 
to the testimony of the engineer, the 
White Mountain was flagged by (J. II. 
Murray, of the Bar Halbur train. 
Tin two trains involved wert* tho 
last of a procession of six which that 
morning 
past sd 
Wallingford, 
three 
miles north of the wreck, within a pe­ 
riod of thirty-two minutes. The White 
j Mountain, last of the six, was making 
fifty-two miles an hour at Wallingford. 
An order to stop the White Moun­ 
tain train at Wallingford, which would 
have prevented the wreck, was res­ 
cinded, It was brought out. 
Flagman Murray testified that he 
had gone back to place danger signals 
to protect his train "as far as I could 
until I was recalled by my engineer's 
whistle.” 
The flagman also testified t fiat ho 
had never been examined for a flag­ 
man and had never qualified for that 
position. 
At the opening of the federal inves­ 
tigation into the New Haven wreck 
Commissioner C. C. McChord, of the 
interstate commerce commission, 'or­ 
dered General Manager Bardo, of tho 
New Haven road, to produce the min­ 
utes «if all meetings of the New Ha­ 
ven directors 
since the 
II ridge port 
wreck on July 12, 1911.

show, he said, what action had been 
taken “toward the betterm ent of safe­ 
ty conditions."

The White Mountain express made 
the fastest time of any of them, Its 
time sheet showing an average speed 
of fifty two miles an hour just before 
it crashed into the Bar Harbor train. 
“ Did any of the trains have any In­ 
formation from you ns to how close 
they w ere to g e th er?” asked Chief In­ 
spector Belknap, of the Interstate com­ 
merce commission. 
“No; I didn’t think they needed it,” 
replied tile despatcher. 
On the eve of the opening of the 
federal inquiry August ll. Miller, en­ 
gineer of the Whit*- Mountain express, 
and Charles ll Murray, flagman of the 
liar Harbor express, the two trains In­ 
volved in Tuesday’s wreck, were for­ 
mally placed under arrest by Coroner 
Mix, charged with having “criminally 
caused the death of Royal IL Hotch­ 
kiss," one of the victims of the (lisas 
ter.

lars Damage Done to Shipping. 


Washlnton, N. C., Sept. C.—Property 
valued at more than $3,0*00,000 Is re­ 
ported to have been destroyed and 
rumors are current of a heavy loss of 
fife as the result of the destructive 
storm which swept along the North 
Carolina coast. 
No confirmation was obtainable of 
tho reported loss of 500 lives at Ocra­ 
coke island off the Carolina coast. 
U nsubstantiated rumors continued to 
be current that all nhahtiants of the 
island bud perished when heavy waves 
swept their homes. 
Efforts to reach 
even the coast towns near Ocracoke 
tail* d, wires being down over the od 
jaccut section and wireless stations, 
presumably wrecked by the 
responsive to their calls. 
While 
direct 
communication 
was 
lacking, travelers arriving from the 
southeastern portions of the state said 
they did not believe Ocracoke (aught 
the most severe part of the blow, and 
lh* re was every probability that the 
loss of life on the island, if any, was 
small. 
Ho* greatest damage to property oc­ 
curred in Beaufort county, and havoc 
was wrought among the fishing craft 
in the Barr,llco river. In W ashington 
business houses and 
manufacturing 
plants along tim water trout were par­ 
tially destroyed. The total damage in

The fury of the gale was centered 
upon the towns along the Pamlico
